The much talked ot remedial legis- 
lation on behalf of the educational in- 
terests of the Roman Catholics of 
Manitoba, is no longer an abstract 
question or a matter of theories,wore or 
less high sounding but utterly vague. 
It has become a matter of faci, and pro- 
bably the most stubborn, ugly, and 
aggressive fact that the electors of 
Canada and their representatives have 
been called upon to face for some time.

What xuight, 
could, would or should have been is 
not up for consideration, but simply 
what is the measure and what will be 
its effect if carried as presented to the 
house? For it must be thoroughly 
understood that although, if tne bill 
passes its second reading it may be 
amended in-committee, in the form in 
which it is presented to the house at its 
second reading it does or should repre- 
sent the matured judgment and inten- 
tions of the government on the subject. 
The bill itself is before the country in 
full, so that it can be studied with all 
care, quoted correctly, and commented 
upon fairly. Its avowed purpose is to 
give justice in educational matters to 
the minority in the province of Mani- 
toba, to place that minority upon an 
equal footing with the Protestant 
majority in educational matters,—or 
perhaps more correctly to replace the 
minority in the same position in mat- 
ters of education as they occupied be- 
fore the objectionable legislation was 
passed. If this is not the purpose of the 
bill it has no purpose. And if its pro- 
visions are not such as will secure the 
fulfilment of the purpose, there is no 
justification for its existence. It surely 
cannot be that a:.yone has counselled or 
countenanced the extreme interference 
with the undoubted rights of the pyo- 
vince involved in this bill, merely for 
the purpose of harassing the pro- 
vince, and in the way of revenge for 
the alleged injustice that has been done 
by its authority. For in any harrass- 
ment of the province that may be, all 
sections of the population will neces- 
sarily share. If Special burdens are 
entailed by reason of legal contests, 
not one part of the taxpayers, but all 
taxpayers will suffer. If the new legis” 
lation interferes with the running of 
the schools of the majority it will 
necessarily interfere with the running 
of all schools. To repeat, unless the 
bill is based on the principle cf secur- 
ing simple justice to the minority, it is 
a crime against the province as a pro- 
vince and against Canada as a nation. 
It is held strongely by and on behalf of 
the province, lst, That there is no in- 
justice to remedy, and 2nd, That if an 
iujustice is proven to exist they are 
prepared to remedy it without any 
compulson from the Dominion. Leave 
that position out of the question, for 
the present. Admit for the sake of 
argument that the bill has a legitimate 
object, and the question then is, 1st, Is 
the bill framed so that it will restore to 
the minority the educational privileges 
which they formerly enjoyed? 2nd, Is 
it intended to he so framed? A  care- 
ful perusal of the bill can only lead to 
one answer to both questions and that 
answer is “ No.” 


The bill .very fairly represents 
the opposing yiews of the 
ultra Catholic and ultra Protestant 


wings of the conservative party. Its 
provisions specifically replace the fea- 
tures of the educational system of 


ants and tied them hand and foot to a 
system of denominational schools. What 
more can you ask of us. Or indeed 
what more can we do, or what more 
could you do yourselves? To the 
ultra Protestants they whisper,—with 
one eye closed—Trouble for the grit 
government of Manitoba is no funeral 
of ours; this move will secure the 
solid Catholic vote for the conservative 
patty; and anyhow they can’t run 
Catholic schools without money; be- 
sides the machinery of the bill won’t 
work, 

It is just possible that the gov- 
ernment has over reached itself, and 
instead of pleasing Catholics and Pro- 
testants by giving interference without 
benefit, they have offended both parties. 
Why should Catholics be pleased with 
a bill which gives them the shadow of 
their claims without the substance. 
Instead of securing to them what 
the government has declared to be 
their rights, they have been presented 
with a bill whose principal feature is 
acknowledged on all hands to be that 
it is a most elaborate foundation for 
law suits, personal, municipal and pro- 
vincial. And why should Protestants 
be pleased with a bill which carries 
with it all the ill effects that could 
possibly accompany the granting of 
Catholic demands, if those demands are 
still not granted. Many Protestants, 
and Catholics as well, would agree to 
almost anything in order to get the 
question settled; but this bill does not 
cfter the remotest prospect of a settle- 
ment. It merely increases the num- 
ber of points that may be disputed. It 
seeks to delude both parties to the dis- 
pute, and will probably have the usual 
result of deluding neither, but rather 
turning both against those who at- 
tempted the delusion. 

While the country is agape to see 
what will be the next move of the con- 
servative government, the bolting con- 
servatives, the liberal party, the bolting 
liberals, the Catholic church, the Pro- 
testant churches, and the Manitoba 
legislature—whether provincial rights or 
clerical control will triumph—no one 
seems to give a thought to the children 
of Roman Catholics in Manituba about 
whose education the row started; and 
the chief result of the bill will be to 
draw attention still further and more 
permanently away from them and their 
educational needs.

THE BILL CRITICIZED. 


Principal Grant, of Kingston, who 
visited Manitoba last’ summer as a self- 
appointed commission of enquiry on 
the Manitoba school law,with a view of 
finding out its weak places in the 
interests of the then proposed remedial 
legislation, has published a criticism of 
the remedial bill of which the follow- 
ing are extracts : 


“The proposed remedial bill, in my 
opinion, is well adapted to irritate 
everycne, .without doing a particle of 
good. It combines the prospects of a 
long continued Donnybrook between 
the {rrovince and Dominion, with a 
barmecide feast for the Manitoba 
Roman Catholic minority. There must 
be dozens of men in parliament, who, 
after a little refieciin, will see how it 
is sure to work. The bill puts all the 
powers of the provincial government 
into the hands of a board of education 
which is responsible to no one. : 


“To entrust such powers to nine 
gentlemen, of whom nothing is re- 
quired but that they shall be nomin- 
ally Roman Catiolics, is so contrary 
to the whole spirit of our constitu- 
tion that one is tempted to think 
that the measure must have been 
drawn up by the innocent Father La- 
combe. 


““When, however, we look a little 
deeper these extravagant powers are 
seen to bea pure delusion. The wa- 
chinery looks wonderfully complete. 
It is spread out over forty pages of 
type, but there is not a pouad of 
steam torun 1 Not a cent is pro- 
vided even to enable the board io 
hire a room to meet in, or to pay iis 
necessary expenses. The executive 
officer of the board is the superintend- 
ent, and he must have a good sal- 
ary. He has all the work to do, and 
a difficult country to travel over. 
Without his initative nothing can be 
done. But his salary and the sal- 
aries of the local inspectors and the 
expenses of normal school and other 
higher training, as well as more than 
half the salaries of the teachers, are 
all to be paid out of a fund to be 
voted by the legislature of Manitoba. 


“Tf sounds like a huge joke. Of 
course Manitoba will not vote one 
dollar. The efficiency of the schocls 
is to be determined by inspectors ap- 
pointed “by the lieutenant governor- 
in-council, and every school is to be 
deemed efficient till an inspector re- 
ports it inefficient. However, let us 
suppose that the board does meet in 
the street or elsewhere, and finds a 
superintendent “who will work for 
love and put his shoulder to the wheel 
to set the machinery in operation. 
He organizes a few school districts 
and gets trustees appointed. These 
call on the munizipal council to levy 
separate school taxes; the municipal- 
ity obeys. What then? Section 92 
of the British North American act, 
enumerating the exclusive powers of 
provincial legislatures, sub-section 2, 
is as follows: ‘Direct taxation with- 
in the proviace in order to-the rais- 
ing of a revenue for provincial pur- 
poses,’ This surely deprives the Do- 
minion government oi the power to 
authorize the collection of such tax- 
ation. 

“The bill proposes that Roman 
Catholics, assessed for the support of 
sectarian schools, are to be exempt 
from taxation of public schools. The 
British North America act gives no 
power to the Dominion government to 
make such exemptions. If it does, 
why not also exempt the Mennonites, 
who came to Manitoba under promise 
of the most favored race treatment, and 
the Anglicans, who had mor~ schools 
in 1870 than the Roman Catholics, and 
people who have no children, and ccr- 
porations. 

“Then the province would have very 
few people left to tax. Of necessity 
the province must proceed against 
any man who refused to pay a provin- 
cial tax. What a veritable Lucullis 
banquet tothe lawyers is suggested by 
all this litigation. 

“ Again, if the trustees of a school 
district require a loan for the purpose 
of building or any other purpose, and 
the lieutenant governor-in council de- 
clines to sanction the loan, His Excel- 
lency the governor general-in-council is 
to have the power. 

“Can the British North America act 
by any stretch of meaning be made to 
cover this transference of power. Be- 
sides, what means are provided for in- 
forming his excellency’s advisers as 
to whetuer there is sufficient security 
for such loans. Ji is unnecessary to go 
on criticizing. The bill means friction 
at every point. The government vould 
do a brave thing if} it called its follow- 
ers together and announced its decision 
to begin again on the basis of accepting 
the proposals of Manitoba.”

Free Press Ottawa despatch of March 2nd: 
A conservative whip stated this morning 
that the government would have a majoritv 
of twelve on the second reading of the 
remedial bill. In making this estimate it is 
assumed that four liberals will vote with 
the government. If this should not be 
realized the majority will only be four. 


In Western Assiniboia the literal candi- 
date relected last spring, Mr. Hitchcock, of 
Moose Jaw, has for business reasons retired, 
and another convention will be held. There 
is some feeling in favor of supporting the 
patron candidate, J. K. McInnis, of the 
Regina Standard. 


Astronomers have now decided that the 
chances of the coming comet striking the 
earth are about one in one million. They 
are not certain what the effect. wonld he 
should this occur, but some think it would 
be nothing more serious than a meteoric 
shower. The comet is not yet visible to the 
naked eye. 


All the ore in the Trail Creek, South 
Kootenay groups are increasing in richness 
as work progresses downward. The famous 
Le Roi as anticipated is paying a dividend 
of $50,000 per month. One hundred anc 
fifty tons recently shipped smelted out 
$9,000. This nine thonsand doliars repre- 
sented a fraction over one day’s work. 


Joseph Martin, M. P., ssid at the mass 
meeting in Torento, that he believed the 
remedial bill would carry in parliament. 
owing to the fact that so many of the con- 
servative M. P’s who otherwise would vote 
against it, have appointments in their 
pockets which will frelieve them from the 
necessity of facing the elections again. He 
looks for a continuation of the fight. 
Rather an interesting state of affairs. 


A Johannesburg dispatch to the Times 
says: When President Kruger visits Eng- 
land it is stated that he will stipulate as his 
conditions for granting to the Uitianders the 
franehise, first the abrogation of the 
convention of 1884 and the substitution of a 
treaty of commerce and amity, recognizing 
Great Britain as the paramount power in 
South Africa; second, the inclusion of Swazi- 
land in the Transvaal; third, the guarantee 
of independence of the Transvaal; fourth, 
that a pre-emptive right to Kosi bay and 
Delagoa bay be accorded the Transvaal. 
These extravagant demands are far in excess 
of what the government really expects to 
obtain, bnt they will be made in order to 
appease the burghers, who oppose President 
Kruger’s visit to England. 

Nor’-Wester Ottawa despatch of March 
2: Another cabinet shuffie is said to be in 
contemplation. Chapleau, Pelletier and Flynn 
it is rumored will enter the government from 
Quebec to take the places of Ouimet, Caron 
and Desjardins. Ouimet has no liking for 
politics and salary is no consideration to 
him as he possesses an income offrom 25 to 
30 thousand dollars a year. He would 
accept the lieutenant-governorship of Quebec 
as a position that would enable him to exjoy 
repose after the turmoil of politics. Caron, 
gossip says, will take the high commissioner- 
ship office. He could fill it with distinction. 
Chapleau would probably take the porttolio 
of public works, Pelletier that of postmas- 
ter-general, and Flynn minister of militia. 
Desjardins’ appointment to the cabinet was 
recognized from the first as only temporary. 
Kirkpatrick, it is said will resign the gover- 
norship of Ontario and run for Kingston. A 
place will be made for him by the resignuat- 
ion of Daly who will succeed him ir Toron- 
to. Mackintosh it is reported, wil! not go 
back to the Territories. McDowell is spok- 
en of as his successor. Chapleau is expect- 
ed here to-morrow. 


Major Hughes, a leading orange M. P., 
whe has hitherto supported the government 
on remedial legislation, has a letter in the 
Ottawa Journal, (independent conservative) 
of -March 2nd, urging that Premier Bowell 
or Lord Aberdeen should invite Premier 
Greenway and Mgr. Langevin to Ottawa 
for the purpose of effecting an immediate 
settlement of the school question. The 
letter in part is asfollows: All parties in- 
terested in the Manitoba school question are 
desireus to see it settled without action by 
the federal parliament, so it is now general- 
ly understood, The Manitoba government 
displays a most friendly spirit, to Canada’s 
noblest citizen, Sir Donald A. Smith, who 
is credited with asserting that the govern- 
ment should not wish to run the risk of 
losing control of her school question, or 
invite federal legislation on education with- 
in Sher borders. The munority should see 
clearly that failing to pass the remedial bill 
this session it is lost forever. Even if it 
should pass a second reading, a very doubt- 
ful possibility, there is not the slightest 
chance of a final reading, before the expira- 
tion of parliament. Thus, the Roman 
Catholic church leaders will find themselves 
dropped between two stools. They will 
get nothing. The federal government 
should be desirous to settle the vexed ques- 
tion and have it removed from the Domin- 
ion arena. The parliament of Canada is de- 
sirous to haye it removed and that should 
influence the government. ll parties, 
therefore, being desirous of a peaceful set- 
tlement, why plunge Canada into a race 
and religious war ?”

ANOTHER EXPLANATION. 


Epiror BULtetiy : 


Sir: Inoticea letter from §. Chivers 
Wilson expressing regret for a statement 
made by him to the effect that the butter 
made last; season by the Edmonton Cream- 
ery showed a shortage of eighé or nine 
hundred pounds. 

This explanation Mr. Makinson, as the 
butter maker, was justly entitled to, but I 
can hardly understand why it should have 
been addressed to him, as I attended the 
last meeting of the d:rectors held at Mr. 
Woodworth’s office and was assured by Mr. 
Wilson that this apology waste be made 
ou my account quite as much ason that of 
Mr. Makinson. Mr. Wilson says ‘‘ that the 
alleged shortage has now been discovered 
and that the books as explained by Mr. 
Campbell, the late secretary, show a surplus 
of butter instead of a shortage.” The fact 
of the matter is that no expianation was re- 
quired by me. Mr. Wilson explained his 
mistake before the directors by saying that 
he was under the impression that only two 
siipments of butter had been made while 
the fact that there were three, was apparent 
in every book which contained the account 
of the season’s transactions, and if his 
knewledge as an accountant ‘did not suffice 
to furnish him with the fact he could have 
obtained the information either from the 
butter maker, Mr. Makinson, or from any 
one of the directors whom he occasionally 
met. 

He also says ‘°as there was no sales book 
kept in connection with the creamery it was 
ditticult to arrive at correct data as to how 
the butter was disposed of.” This state- 
ment is also incorrect, as the butter maker 
kept a day book in which the amcunt of 
each make of butter and butter milk sent 
out was entered and from which the re- 
Guisite entries were made by the secretary. 
I may also state that in regard to the sur- 
plus he mentions, the error occurs in the 
month of August, for which I was not re- 
sponsible, as I had then left Edmonton and 
resigned my position as secretary of the 
Creamery Co. I have no wish to enter into 
any correspondence in this matter and now 
publish this letter tofrefute the reflection 
on myself contained in Mr. S. Chivers 
Wilson’s apology to Mr. Makinson, but I 
will be glad to meet the directors and Mr. 
Wilson at any time should they desire it, 
and support any statement I have made 
in this letter.
